No, do not have anything to do with him, 
for he has blighted my life. No doubt he 
will yours, but do not let him. It’s a won- 
der that God lets such men live. But his 
day will come yet for what he has done to 
me. ITamonly 21 now, though no doubt 
you will think by my picture that I am 
older. You can show to him and ask 
him if he ever saw the face before. Dear 
Maila, if | could onlv see you I know we 
would be friends. You don’t know how 
glad Iam to save you from a fate worse 
than death. I am not his only victim.

ARMITAGE, 
THE HISTORY OF .A NOTORIOUS 
ALL ROUND CROOK, 


He Is the Man Who Perpetrated the 
Hollingsworth Diamond Robbery 
—A Lady-killer With Three or 
Four Wives and Possibly More— 
Shrewd Detective Work. 


The other day THe Tras intimated 
that well-known officers in this city 
were on the track of the diamond rob- 
ber who broke into Hollingsworth’s 
jewelry store, at No. 18 South Spring 
street, about a year ago. The robber’s 
name is Harry Armitage, or thatis the 
name he went under while in Los 
Angeles. 


Harry Armitage, alias H. Webster, 
alias W. T. Miller, alias C. D. Good- 
land, alias Jack Kelly, alias Howard, 
is aman much sought for by the Sher- 
iff, constables, police officers and de- 
tective agencies. In the language of 
Charley Vivian, the comedian. and of 
the treadmill song, ‘“‘Then Blow Ye 
Winds, I oh! Armitage is a blooming 

al,” and his clever work extends from 

yond Maine to the great Pacific, and 
burned-out Seattle to quiet San 
ego. 

The reader of physiognomy, on 
glancing at Armitage’s picture, will 
observe that he is rather of a minis- 
terial make-up. He carries his head 
to one side, and with rather an open 
face, he bears a quiet and seductive, if 
not enchanting expression. 

Armitage claims to have been corre: 
spondent atthe front for a Chicago 
paper during the war, and that his pen 
pictured for the iuformation of the 
= the awful scenes at Gettysburg. 

ust before the close of the war he re- 
ceived a wound and one of his legs 
bears evidence of the bullet. He was 
shot while attempting to get through 
the picket line. [Some of his frienas 
are mean enough to state that he was 
shot while escaping from the scene of 
a burglary.| 

After the war Kansas City found the 
brave correspondent Piper within her 
portals. Tiring of bachelorhood, he 
took unto himself a wife. An honest 
life becoming wearisome, he became 
dishonest and “jumped” Kansas. A 
new name, new fame andanew wife 
were the next in order. He went to 
Salt Lake and assumed an alias. 
Being personally attractive, he soon 
became acquainted with an estimable 
lady of Mormondom, and without 
being divorced from wife No. 1 he mar- 
ries his new love. Matters ran along 
smoothly until he again came to the 
front as a smooth bunco-steerer. He 
was again compelled to take flight, 
wife No. 2, as well as No. 1, mourning 
his departure. | | 

In the course of time the now well- 
dyed scoundrel turned up in New 
Orleans. It was during the time the 
exposition was being held there. He 
had assumed still another name. 
Meeting a woman of wealth, Armitage 
laid his plans. To be part owner and 
manager of a panorama of the Battle 
of Gettysburg was his sole ambition. 
He was successful. The woman em- 
ployed artists, bought a tent, and 
Armitage launched his scheme under 
favorable circumstances. Finally the 
exposition buildings were closed, and 
Armitage, with his lady partner, con- 
cluded to try tures new. They 
came west, landed in this city 

ysburg was unioided, and beneath. 
hibited. Nearly everybody recollects 
Armitage. He was the moving light 
beneath the tent and at the tent en- 
trance. 

Business became dull, and the pano- 
Tama wasseldom visited, and had it 
not been for what happened after- 
ward, Armitage would have passed 
from public mind, as did his tent when 
it was folded up and carted away. 

About this time the community was 
startled by the report that one of the 
boldest and most daring robberies ever 
known here had taken place at Hol- 
lingsworth’s jewelry establishment, on 
Spring street. A Times reporter was 
at the scene of the robbery soon after 
it happened, and he found that while a 
number of pedestrians were passitg by 
the store, two unknown men stepped 
in front of the window, and as quick 
as a flash of lightning one of the men 
broke the pane of glass in the show- 
window, and, grabbing a tray contain- 
ing several thousand dollars’ worth of 
diamonds, rushed up the stairway ad- 
joining the jewelry store and disap- 
peared. The bold thief’s accomplice 
stood at the foot of the stairway to 
ee any person following the rob- 

After reaching the floor above the 
jewelry establishment, the thief ran 
through the long hallway to the rear, 
and thence down a back stairway to 
the ground. A few of the diamonds 
fell from the tray near the foot of the 
back stairway and were recovered. 
The thief disappeared over a back 
fence, and no trace of him was found 
in the vicinity. Detectives hunted 
high and low and worked hard for a 
clew, but gave up the hunt finally. 
Hollingsworth offered 50 per cent. of 
the diamonds’ value if recovered. 

When Sheriff Aguirre went into 
office he made up his mind to work up 
the case if it was possible to do so. 
Calling in Detective A. B. Lawson, 
the two started to work with energy. 

The meager description of the bold 
thief in the possession of Aguirre was 
the only thing to work on, and it was 
concluded to take in all the lodging- 
houses, for the purpose of locating 
the thief’s abode. It was during this 
investigation, when both the Sheriff 
and Lawson visited a former place of 
residence of Armitage. The landlady 
was convinced that Armitage was the 
thief. This the officers were loath to 
believe, because the man’s demeanor 
and conduct was not that of a thief. 
However, it was concluded to sift the 
matter thoroughly, and it was not 
long before doth Aguirre and Lawson 
were on the trail. They learned that 
Armitage had left Los Angeleggshortly 
after the robbery had taken place, and 
that he went direct to San Francisco. 
At the latter place he remained rather 
secluded in one of the leading hotels. 
At this point of the proceedings the 
officers were at sea for something bet- 
ter to work upon. The fact tbat 
Armitage suddenly left Los Angeles 
and was in seclusion in San Francisco 
constituted no crime. 

A further investigation was made, 
and it was ascertained that Armitage 
was making love to three women in 
this city, and, besides, he had married 
again, his wife being left here by him 
when he went to San Francisco. ‘Tio 
two of his lady lady loves he bad made 
a proposal of marriage, and was ac- 
cepted in each instance. One of the 
women isa widow and very wealthy. 
Armitage won her confidence to such 
an extent that she intrusted to his safe 
keeping certain certificates and checks. 
Just before the Hollingsworth robbery 
the widow’s name was forged as in- 
dorsements on the back of each check 
and certificate by Armitage, he draw- 
ing the money, which amounted to 
several thousand dollars. 

Taking up Armitage’s alleged third 


wife, Aguirre and Lawson soon ascer- 


tained that her movements, im- 
mediately following the Hollings- 
worth robbery, were also very 
mysterious. Leaving. her lodging- 
house a day or so after the robbery, 
and after Armitage had gone north, 
the officers trailed her to Pasadena. 
She had a trunk with her which was 
guarded with a watchful eye. Aguirre 
and Lawson ascertained that she had 
been at Pasadena but a day or so when 
she received a telegram. She immedi- 
ately took her trunk and proceeded to 
San Francisco, where she met Armit- 
age. The latter jilted her in a day or 
so and she returned to this city. 

The officers were clearing 
up the mystery, and asa last resort 
they detailed a female operative to take 
a room in the lodging-house where t 
alleged Mrs. Armitage No. 3 was stop- 
ping, and to get her confidence and the 
story of Armitage’s connection with 
the robbery, if he was in it. It 
took several days to accomplish 
the “‘roping,”’ but it was accomplished. 
An hour or so after Hollingsworth’s 
store was robbed Armitage turned up 
at home with the diamonds. He made 
an excuse that they had been given 
him, but before night was over he 
acknowledged that they had been 
stolen. Before Armitage broke in the 
glass window at the jewelry store, a 
confederate, who had stolen a sledge 
hammer from a down-town machine 
shop, met the former, and it was ar- 
ranged that one should break the 
glass, and steal the tray and contents, 
and in case any person should try and 
stop the thief, the assistant should 
knockethe party down. As is well 
known, the plan proved successfal. 
Armitage, after his desperate. déed 
had been performed, escaped -to his 
room. The cash he had got onthe 
forged certificates and checks, the 
property of the bayrensens widow, had 
been placed in a trunk. The dia- 
monds he got from Hollingsworth 
were put in a sock and placed 
alongside of the coin in the trunk. Be- 
coming alarmed, Armitage took flight, 
and instructed his alleged wife to take 
the trunk to Pasadena immediately, 
and once there, she was to deposit the 
diamonds and gold coin in one of the 
banks there. This was a precaution- 
ary move. If the officers caught him 
or her, or both, the stolen property 
could not be found on or about them. 
The woman disobeyed orders, and did 
not deposit the coin or diamonds, but 
kept all of it inhertrunk. Her stay 
in Pasadena was shortened by getting 
atelegram from Armitage. Proceed- 
ing to San Francisco immediately, she 
met her alleged husband at his hotel. 
The trunk was unlocked, and the coin 
and diamonds taken out by him. Be- 
lieving that Armitage was true to her, 
the woman asked for none of the stolen 


room he never returned. 

After working up the case, Sheriff 
Aguirre and Detective Lawson sent 
out broadcast over the whole United 
States the following description of the 
thief, bunco-steerer and bigamist: 

He is between 44 and 45 years of age; 
strong build; height, 5 feet 10 inches; ligh 
tomplexion; brown hair and moustache; 
reguiar features; blue, deep-set eyes; 
‘weight, 185 pounds; walks lazily; slightly 
round-shouldered: right eyebrow lower 
than the left; carries his head to the right 
side when walking; claims he was born in 
India, and that his mother was Scotch and 
his father English; dresses well, and pos- 
sesses a number of stylish suits; he carries 
a zold-headed cane; wears a large diamond 
ring on his left hand: wears large, gold 
log-chain, with large square locket set with 
diamond in one corner; on the reverse side 
are the initials, “E. M.;’ claims that he 
was a reporter on the Cincinnati Gazette 
during the rebellion; carries a bullet wound 
on outside of left leg, above 


claims to be an intimate friend of Mr. Knox 
of the Siftings. At onetime after the war 
he was in a piano store in Dallas, Tex. 
He was a partner in the panorama painting 
of the battle of Gettysburg which was ex- 
hibited at New Orleans during the ex- 
position, and also in this city. His partner 
was one Mrs. Williams or Roe, who is now 
supposed to be in Salt Lake City. For 
years he hada chum named Phil Snyder, 
the latter being a Kansas City man. Armit- 
age is known in New York, Brooklyn, 
Cincinnati, O., and many other places. At 
one time he kept a jewelry store in Kansas 
Citys He carries himself with dignity and 
associates with respectable people, and is 
rated a ladies’ man. He is one of the most 
successful all-round crooks inthe United 
States today. 

Armitage ywas last traced to Canada. 
His history is a remarkable one, and 
in order that he may yet be caught if 
be should ever come out of his hiding 
place the publication of these facts 
about his robbery, etc., is made. 

Both Aguirre and Lawson are of the 
opinion that a man around town is 
wearing one of the large stones Armit- 
age gave him. 

The mystery of the Hollingsworth 
diamond robbery has at last been 
solved, and credit is due the Sheriff 
and detective who worked up the case.

An attempt was made to remove 
Chief of Police Burns yesterday, in 
private session of the Police Commis- 
sion; Messrs. Knox, Lindley and Dex- 
ter voting for -the removal, Mayor 
Hazard absent. After this action the 
commissioners went in person to the 
office of the Chief of Police, last night, 
and sought to put the new appointee 
in possession, but this move Was suc- 
cessfully resisted by Chief Burns, on 
the ground that Mr. Giass had not 
qualified; and so the incumbent holds 
the fort for the time being. Further 
action will be required.to make the job 
complete. 

No charges had been preferred 
against Chief Burns, or, if so, they had 
not been made public—and no reason 
was given by the three commissioners 
for their action. On the contrary, as 
is known, each of these shufiling 
weathercocks has more than once 
solemnly assured Burns that he would 
never be disturbed by their votes. 

This action is doubtless merely 
a continuance of the course 
which was being pursued by 
the majority in the commission 
acouple of months ago; which led to 
the resignation of one member of the 
commission; to a very vigorous protest 
from Mayor Hazard, and aroused 80 
much public comment that these com- 
missioners evidently thought it wise to 
lay low until the public excitement had 
calmed down a little. They have now 
taken up their foreordained plan where 
they dropped it. They have played 
their trump card in this raid upon 
Chief Burns, which step they have un-

A GREAT COUNTRY. 


Ben Butler recently delivered an 
oration at the Colby University, 
Watervillo, Me., on the possibility, 
probability and of the an- 
nexation of Canada. In the course of 
his address, he gave some interesting 
statistics, many of which are striking, 
even to those of us who consider our- 
selyes well informed. | 


Mz, Butler showed that the British 
possessions in North America, which 
the igion of Canada holds within 
its bdtndaries, have an area of 
8,470,892 square miles, while the 
United States, not including Alaska, 
has an area of 2,970,000 square miles, 
or more than 500,000 miles less than 
Canada, Canada and her surrounding 
contin quite one-half of all 
the 1 water on the globe. Canada 
has one-quarter more land fitted for 
wheat cultivation than has the whole 
United States. The average produc- 
tion of wheat per acre in the United 
States in 1887 was alittle over twelve 
bushels, while in the same year in 
Manitoba, where they raised 12,500,000 
bushels, it uveraged twenty-seven 
bushels to the acre. : 

Canada has more timber than she 
and the United States can need ina 
hundred years; more iron and coal in 
her borders than any other country yet 
known in the world; more copper than 
any other country, if not all others. 

It is generally thought that the high 
latitudes of Canada must be regions of 
Arctic cold. Thisis not so. Hudson 
Bay, which is 1000 miles loug and 600 
miles wide, and is connected with the 
waters of the Arctic Ocean, averages 
three or four degrees higher tempera- 
ture than the water on the southwest- 
ern shores of Lake Superior.

The work of gauging the 
waters of the Columbia, of great service to 
commerce, can be maintained for another 
year on the unexpended appropriations,

ANOTHER FRESNO FIRE 


Hotel Burned—Narrow Escape of 
the Guests.

She said: ‘**Be- 
fore speaking of bread-making, I wish 
to say a littie of cooking in general. 
king has become a_ science; 
et how little is it understood. 
his ignorance is not confined 
to the poorer classes. Many moving 
in the highest circies think that cook. 
ing is entirely beneath the women of 
this century, who have so many weight- 
ier questions to attend to in the 
church, temperance and politics. Some 
of us think differentiy. The idea that 
only the ignorant should cook and 
do domestic work is very prevalent. 
Young ladies, it is as praiseworthy 
to run a séewing-machine as a 
typewriter. It is as honorable to 
work for a lady in her home as to 
work for the husband in an office. I 
think the study of food much more de- 
sirable than that of flowers. I would 
teach our girls what food will best pro- 
duce flesh and muscle and is best 
adapted to different ccnstitutions, 
rather than that they should know 
‘How many parts toa salamander’s 
heart?? and ‘How does a snail 
breathe?’ which things are taught in 
our public schools. People want their 
girls to know everything else, but think 
they are ‘born cooks’ and without any 
previous knowledge they can become 
good housekeepers. How many a 
young man feels as the poet who said: 
“(’er the fields with thee I wander, 
Summer’s glory overhead ; 
Charmed, 1 all thy virtues ponder—

I want to go through the entire pro- 
cess of bread-making except the peks 


fave clean hands (illusirated by wash- 
ing her hands). The first requisite is 
good flour. Poor flour is dear at any 
price. You can test it by taking a 
small handful (illustrating), and 
if it adheres together, _it 
is good. Flour best for pastry 
is not always’ best for bread. 
There is too much glutin in some flour 
for cake, but the best flour for bread is 
that which contains the most giutin. 
Candor compels me to state that Min- 
nesota or Dakota flour contains the 
most, hence is the best. Three meas- 
ures of flour to one of water is re- 
quired. The best kind of yeast is the 
‘compressed.’ We analyzed this at 
Chautauqua, and found it contained 
thousands more germs than any home- 
made yeast. Bread should never be set 
over night. If it stands too long it goes 
too far beyond alcoholic fermentation. 
The moment the bread is light enough, 
it must be attended to. Potatoes are 
only necessary if you have poor flour. 
Sugar is good if properly used, but if 
mixed too soon it gives a sweet taste 
to the bread. In using compressed 
yeast, a one-ounce cake would be the 
proper proportion for oné pint of water 
or boiled milk, and this should 
be lukewarm. If home made 
yeast be used, take one cup 
full and give longer setting. I take 
one pint of water, a teaspoonful of 
salt and one ounce: of compressed 
yeast dissolved in water. Bread should 
always be mixed in earthen dishes, 
never tin. The flour must be sifted. 
In stirring it, one can tell whether 
flour is good, because it it is of the best 

uality it will thicken up immediately. 
ever set sponge. Ido all the mix- 
ing at once and finish. All the flour [ 
add is putin at this time. ou spoil 
bread if you add it later. It is not 
necessary to use two hands or 


much strength. The life 
‘often kneaded out of the bread. 
I never use grease in bread, 


because it retards the action of the 
yeast. You have sufficient flour when 
the dough kneads clear from the board 
without flour under it. -Long exposure 
to the air is bad in its effeets. When 
the yeast gets sticky or stringy, it is 
bad, and must not be used. 
yeast should always be kept cool, but 
not moist. This bread (which she had 
made to this stage) is finished in the 
first stage. Now it is put in an 
earthen bowl. The bread is gieased 
lightly as,it is set away to rise, and is 
covered with alinen and alsoa woolen 


cloth. Always set it in a_ cool 
lace. It should’ rise in _ two 
ours, and will then be light. 


Touch the dough with your finger, and 
if it rises again it is lightenough. At 
this stage you can make what you 
please with it. If I want to make 
rolls extra good, [adda little butter. 
In tolding the rolls see that you get lots 
of air in them, as that is the secret of 
light-bread making. Bread rises 
about three times its usual size. When 
in the pan, take a little brush like 
this (illustrated with a small var- 
nish brush): and brush it lightly 
with grease. It usually rises in an 
hour. Itis not necessary to work the 
bread the second time, except enough 
to give it the proper shape. A Russia- 
iron pan, and not tin, should be used. 
I use one about 12 inches long,6 wide 
and 4deep. Make your bread fresh 
every day. It bread is well cooked it 
is healthy hot as well as cold. Cold

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DUDE WILLIAMS. 


HUIS PRELIMINARY EXAMINA- 
TION YESTERDAY. 


Trying to Save Himself by Be- 
smirching Everybody Whom He 
Came in Contact With—Commit- 
ted in Default of $1500 Bail. 


When “Dude” Williams appeared in 
Justice Savuge’s court yesterday morn- 
ing at 10 o’clock to answer to the 
charge of forging Arthur Gorham’s 
name to a draft for $500, his bangs dis- 
played a reddish tint, harmonizing 
very nicely with his red necktie and 
juscious eyes. There were no more mo- 
tions for delay in the case, and his at- 
torney, J. Marion Brooks, announced 
the defense ready for business. 

Deputy District Attorney Marble ap- 
peared for the prosecution. There was 
not a very large attendance of specta- 
tors when the examination began, but 
the lobby soon became packed with 
men curious to see the singularly suc- 
cessful young criminal who has created 
such a sensation in Los Angeles and 
San Francisco. The total depravity of 
the defendant was fully illustrated by 
the contemptuous manner in which he 
acted and the side remarks with which 
he occasionally interrupted the pro- 
—— in spite of the protests of his 
counse 

The first witness called to the stand 
was Frank Maynes, one of the propri- 
etors of the Nadeau, who identitied 
the detendant at the Farmers’ and 
Merchants’ Bank as Arthur Gorham, 
and put his name on the back of the 
dratt signed by the defendant. His 
testimony was as follows: 


Gorham. ‘The real name [ thought his 
was. His right name, I thought. I 
introduced him to my wife in San 
Francisco in May. I met him in Feb- 
ruary and introduced him as Williams 
to my partner, Mr. Chase. I did not 
introduce him quite often. The first 
time he registered as Williams at the 
Nadeau. 

‘Tl don’t remember any other intro- 
ductions particularly. | thoughtit was 
Williams until he convinced me in San 
Francisco that it was Gorham. I don’t 
remember that I introduced him as 
Gorham. I saw him sign the name of 
Gorham to the check. I did not intro- 
duce him. He was known there be- 
fore. I never knew that he had signed 
other checks as Gorham.’ 

“You $500 for identifica- 
tion?”’

“Did you identify him in San Fran- 
cisco?” 

“T did not identify him in San Fran- 
cisco. lLintroduced him to the clerk 
of the hotel. I met him at the hotel.

HISTORICAL MILESTONES SEP 
UP ON THIS DATE. 


The Author of Baron Munchausen 

'—Rev. Gilbert White and His 
Works — Petrarch — Godfrey of 
Bouillon. 


Who is there that has not read and 
Forint “The Surprising Travels of 
Baron Munchausen in Russia, the 
Caspian Sea, Iceland, Turkey,” étc.,a 
small volume illustrated by a formid- 
able portrait of the Baron in front, 
with his broad sword laid on his 
shoulder and several deep gashes on 
his manly countenance? The book was 
first published by a London book- 
seller, in Fleet street, named Kears- 
ley, in 1786; a few years aiterward it 
was reprinted with considerable ad- 
ditions of a very inferior character by 
H. D. Symonds of Paternoster Row. 
The author’s name was not given, and 
up to a recent period very little was 
known upon this subject. The 
author of this very popular vol- 
ume is now known to have 
been Rudolph Eric Raspe, a 
learned and scientific German, whe 
died in the latter part of 1794, at Mu- 
cross, in the south of Ireland, while 
conducting some operations there, 
Raspe was born in Hanover July 18, 
1737, and commenced life in the serv- 
ice of the Landgrave of Hesse mares 
as professor of archaeology, 

a councilor, but was dis 

on account of his putting 
some of the valuables intrusted to 
him in pawn to meet temporary ne- 
cessities. He suddenly disappeared 
and was advertised for by the police 
4S &@man with red hair, who usually 
appears in a scarlet dress embroidered 
with gold, but sometimes in black, 
blue or gray clothes. Though ar- 
rested at Clausthal, he escaped during 
the night and made his way to Eng- 
land, where he passed the remainder 
of his life. Raspe had _ extensively 
studied geology and mineralogy, and 
in 1763 published at Lepisic, in atin, a 
treatise on the formation of volcanic 
islands and the nature of petrified 
bodies. Raspe’s surprising genius is 
shown by his publication, in 1769, of a 
volume on the teeth of elaphantine 
and other animals found in North 
America, and their difference from 
those of the living elephant, and 
again, in 1776, of another work on 
“Some German Volcanoes and Their 
Productions,” a» book which showed 
his familiarity of a subject then but 
little understood. Such was the author 
of ‘‘Baron Munchausen.”’ Of all his 
acknowledged works, learned, in- 
genious and far-seeing, not one is now 
remembered, and his literary fame 
must rest upon what he at re- 
garded as a mere trifle. 

REV. GILERT WHITE, 

the naturalist, was born July 18, 1720. 
He spent his life in the house in which 
he was born, and was educated as a 
clergyman at Oxford by his father, 
who possessed a comfortable income, 
White was an outdoor naturalist, and 
kept diaries in which the progress of 
the seasons and every fact which fell 
under his eye was noted with the ex- 
actnega which a merchant gives to kis 
ledger.
